ACROSS THE SANTA LUCIA--A PREVIEW 

It's a long way from Arroyo Sec~ to 
the sea — just about 26 miles - but the 
knapsack trip proposed over this route on 
the April 23-2), weekend has many attract- 
ive features that make the effort well 
worth while. The route leads from dry, 
desert-like country at Arroyo Seco to 
the thickly wooded coastside hills, and 
on the way passes through just about ev- 
ery type of forest that can be found in 
California's coast ranges. Grassy hills 
at Arroyo Seco soon give way to valleys 
wooded with oaks and cottonwoods, with 
Coulter pines apvearing as the altitude 
increases. At the seven mile point the 
trail ¢rosses the divide into the basin 
of the Big Sur!s south fork and Santa 
lucia firs stand along the river banks. 
Saturday's camp will be at the south fork 
campground, with a deep green pool beside 
the campfire for those hardy enough to go 
swimming. y : 

On Sunday our scouting party followed 
the south fork for four miles through for- 
ests of oak, Ponderosa and Coulter pine, 
and incense cedar. We left the river at 
Rainbow camo and made the 2000 foot climb 
up Logwoo? Ridge--the toughest part of 
the trip. At the top of this climb you 
can feel like Balboa--discovering the Pac- 
ifie spread out under you. And from here 
we drop first through a very pretty, Pon- 
derosa pine forest then over open, grassy 
fields to the coast highway. ;
